Ho pointed out that it would 
not achieve tis objectlve of 
nbollshing flag discrimination 
ond removing all barriers and 
restrictions which = militated 
against the running of ships 
in internajonal trade, unless {t 
took steps to remove not only 
restrictions imposed by Govern- 
ments but also at the same timo 
the restrictive practices adopted 
by the various shipping cone 
ferences which governod the In- 
.ernational carrying trade. 

‘Theso conferences, he main- 
tained, were so powerful that. 
they had made, and would 
make, it-extremely diMeult, if 
not impossible, for new shipping 
lines to take part in overseas 
trade, 

Apart from this fundamental 
objection to a resolution which 


completely tgnored the restric- 
tive practices of the shipowners 
themselves, Mr Master ts und 

stood to have stressed the view 
that the national shipping of 
under-developed countrics had 
a legitimate right to receive. 
help from its own Governments, 


DEFENCE NEED 


Maritime countrics like Indla, 
which had only recently he- 
come Independent, urgently 


needed the building up of an 
adequate merchant navy, not 
only from the point of national 
economy but also from the 
viewpoint of national defence 
and security. 

India’s overseas trade, Mr 
Master is sald to have pointed 
out, amounted to over four per 
cent. of the entire world trade, 
whereas her merchant navy was 
less than half of one percent 
of ‘the tonnage. of ‘tho world.
